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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 ) as per the arguments on page 1 9. lines 5-6 
of the response, examiner argues that the claim scope of the method claim of claim 1 allows for an audible prompt/indication to the user; 
a claim amendment to claim 1 wherein the claim language states "wherein the first message indicates to the user to 'stay tuned" for a 
listing of keywords", and linking this step to the claimed step of "provided the user does not say a keyword during the predetermined 
period", would overcome the prior art rejection. As per applicant's arguments on page 19, lines 12-15, examiner argues that the 
combination of Gould in view of Douglas teaches audible rendering said listing of keywords to said user, (examiner notes that the scope 
of Gould in view of Douglas is not compared/contrasted to the claim scope for claims 1,5,14). As per applicant's arguments on top of 
page 22 with respect to Gould et al, examiner disagrees and argues that Gould et al continually attempts to recognizes a spoken 
command, and does not intermpt (or stop) if an unrecognized spoken command is uttered (meaning, and utterance that is not in the list 
of recognized commadns is ignored). The referred to sections of Gould with respect to claim 44 refer to the 'Coops' routine in Gould, in 
which errors are detected by an error criteria and allow the user to correct the en-ors of the recognition process. Gould in view of Douglas 
does not explicitly teach receiving a call over a telephone gateway, using an ANI. wherein said call is over a wireless phone . 
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
